Judge Tompkins, of Atlanta, Moving for a Habeas 
Cerpus, So as to Test the Validity of the Con- 
viction-The Day Among the Politicians 
~Georgia’s Part in the Judiciary

Wasuinetos, December 21.—The /Yar- 
brough boys are to figure before the supreme 
court ofthe United States. Judge Thomp- 
kins arrived to-day to carry their case to the 
highest tribunal. He will ask the courtto 
hear a habeascorpus to determine by what 
authority they are held uader their recent 
eonviction as kuklux from Banks county. In 
the trial General Gartrell demurred to the in- 
dictment and claim that the supreme court 
had virtmally decided that such offenses as 
the Yarbroughs® were accused of, came under 
cognizance of the state courts. This position 
was stressed by Tompkins in the motion for 
a new trial, but in both instances was over- 
ruled. Judge Thompkins came to Washing- 


ton with a firm faith in his cause, and has 
made vigorous efurts today to secure an 
early hearing before the supreme court. To- 
night Justice Woods assured him that 
the court will give the case consideration 
early in January, it having already adjourn- 
ed for the holidays. Marshal Longstreet has 
been telegraphed a request to hold the pris- 
oners at Atlanta until the case could be heard 
here. Should he fail to do so, the supreme 
court would, of course, bave as much juris- 
diction over them in the Albany prison as in 
Atlanta. Judge Tompkins strikes at a new 
point before the supreme court, but the en- 
tire run of the recent decisions of that court 
is in fayor of the supremacy of the state law 
over all questions affecting the rights of citi- 
zens and the maintenance of law and good or- 
der. 
POSTOFFICK MATTERS, 

Postmasters commissioned in Georgia to- 
day are as follows: Janies Thome, Iric; W. 
H. Bailey, Powder Springs; Wm. Mizell, 
China Hiil. Special service from Ceres to 
Knoxvillediscontinued. Postal service hith- 
erto from Forsyth to Russellville will be con- 
tinued on to Knoxville after January first. 
Postal clerks have been ordered to continue 
their runs from Atliantaon to the terminus 
of the Georgia Pacific after January first. 

GEORGIA’S PART IN THE JUDICIARY, 

Georgia isone of the chief items in the 
luxurious expense attendant on the federal 
judiciary. During the last fiscal year there 
was paid out in the northern district court of 
Georgia for marshals’ fees $24,500, for jurors 
$8,900, for witnesses $50,790, for support of 
prisoners $11,900, for attorneys $6,247, for 
cierks $11,656, for commissioners $/./55, for 
miscellaneous items $4,490. .These items 
make a total of $111,183 as the cost tothe gov- 
ernment for running the district court whicao 
meets in Atlanta. There is only one district 
court in all the states which cost more; that 
was in the western Arkansas district where 
the government had to foot a bill of $156,945. 
The district court in South Carolina 
cost $110,451, but it covers the 
whole state, whereas the Atlanta court 
is only for the northern district of Georgia 
In the district of Columbia the bills ran up 
to $243,300, of which $98,131 was for attorneys’ 
fees in the star route cases mainly, The feur- 
ful expense of those cases is only partially 
represented in the big figures . as the ex- 

nses of the district court. It would be dif 
Keult to tell what they did cost the govern- 
ment, while the defendants are said to have 
paid out far more than the amoun 
of their ill gotten gains. The south Georgia 
court at Savannah isa cheap affair compare: 
to thatin Atlanta. Its total expenses footed 
up only $29,817, for the last fiscal year, An 
examination ofthe different cases tried, in 
each court-during the period under consider- 
ation willshow the reason of this great dis- 
parity. In the northern district there were 
71 cases for violation of the in- 
ternal revenue laws, Of these 
there were twenty-one in which a verdict for 
the government was obtained; one where a 
verdict for the defendant was given, and 
forty-nine which were dismissed or contn- 
ued. There were not a half a dozen crimi- 
nal cases tried in the northern district court, 
besides these revenue cases. In the southern 
district there was only one revenue case, 
three postoflice cases anfi two or three other 
criminal cases. So the precious internal 
revenue system, with its hordes of 
raiders “and other employes, is responsible 
for the enormous drain the Atlanta court 
makes on the treasury. For tbe same reason 
the Arkansas and South Carolina courts are 
such heavy loads. The total expenses of the 
department of justice so far as footed up for 
the past fiscal year amounted to $2 929 R57. 
but when ali the items are in, $5,000,000 will 


hardly cover the cost. 
Is BREWSTER EXTRAVAGANT 


Sharp criticisms have been passed 
on- Attorney’ General srewster. It 
took Washingion some time to become re- 
conciled to bis ruffled shirts and his bright 
bued vests. Nobody herehad done anything 
to deserve an attack of his yellow coach with 
its rich insignia of official nobility. Mean, 
prying correspondents called him cross and 
said he was too handy with the corkscrew. 
On these charges he bas been arraigned be- 
-fore the court of public opinion with the re. 
sult, it may be fairly said, of a mistrial, 
as the large jury is not and cannot 
become unanimous on all the counts. But 
there are other complaints of the attorney 
general and these directed against his official! 
conduct. Affairsin the department of jus- 
tice are believed to have been loosely man 
aged, tosay the least. The star route cases 
were not managed to the public satisfaction. 
The enormous fees paid the counsel were justly 
condemned by the almost unanimous voice of 
the press. Special counsel has been employ- 
-ed for the most trival servic® in various parts 
ofthe country. The department has been 
kept in tone with the lordly attorney gener- 
al’s taste, but somewhat discordant to the 
simple traditions he found there. An inves- 
tigatin of the Brewster administration may 
be looked for at this session. 
* In anticipation of such a 
sifting, hear that 4 novel 
rigidity has been inaugurated in all branches 
og the department. Big fees, especially, 
have been severely pruved, In Brewster's 
fiush days he would have paid Emory Speer 
a princely sum for his South Carolina ser- 
vices. It was rumored that Ben Butterworth 
was to have $20,000 for taking charge of the 
alleged election outrages in that state. In 
the face of congressand only a few blocks from 
a@ committee whose special duty it is to 
examine into expenses under his office Brew- 
ster canmot carry out his big ideas, I learn 
that Mr. Speer 1s to receive only about $1,500 

for going to Columbia. 

THE HAKD OF DEATH 

has fallen heaviiy on congress. Already three 
or four more of its members have passed away 
than died during the whole duration of lJast 
congress. Before the assembling on the 3rd 
of December five members elect had 
“sone over to the great majority.’ 
They were Messrs. Herndon, of Alabama, 
Cutts, of Iowa. Herron, of Louisiana, Poole, 
of North Carolina, and Updegraff, of Ohio. 
Mr. Haskell, of Kansas, haa not been sworn 
in before the flag slowly rose to half-mast in 
the early light of last Sunday morning to tel! 
of his death. In the case of Mr. Cutts, of 
Iowa, a singular incident has occurred. His 
seat in the last house was contested 
by John ©, Cook, a democrat. Cook 


must have had an overwhelming case, for he 
was the only democratic contestant seated in 
that house Ovéra repubiicayn. At the last 
election Cutts defeated Cook, but died before 
congress met. A special election was ordered 
and Cook isonce more& member after a se- 
ries of trials. It is much -rarer for congress- 
men to resign thag it is for them to 
die, but two .“members of the 
present house actually resigned before 
it met. The circumstances of their cases, 
however, rob the action of all claiths to self 
sacrifice. John Kenna, laid down his com- 
mission to step up into the senate while the 
readjaster John Paul, who held a very shaky 
title was quick ts’drop it when Mahone pre- 
vailed on Arthur toshelter him the rest of 
his life from political storms in the serene 
repose of a district judgeship.

Seeking a Diverce on the Grouad That Her Hus. 
band is 8 Mulatto. 

BALTIMORE, December 19.—A case that is 
excitipg much interest bere is the suit of 
kmma J. Fearing against her husband, Rob- 
ert J. Fearing, asking that the court declare 
her marriage null and void. Sheis a white 
woman, and her plea is that he is a colored 
man. Soheisa pretty brunette, with large 
brown eyes, and is quite intelligent. Telling 
her story to-day for the first time, she said 

“T was born in Dorchester, New Brunswick, 
and am twenty-eigat years old. I ijeft that 
place when I was twenty-two years old and 
went to live with my married sister in Cas- 
tine, Maine. It was there that I first 
Fearing, who was then steward on a 
government vessel of that port. I 
was introduced to bim at my 
sister's residence, where he was wel! known. 
It never occurred to me for an instant that 
he had African blood in his veins, and I had 
never heard of such a being asa mulatto. He 
proposed for my band and I willingly gave 
it. We were married on May 8, 1879, by a 
Congregationalist minister in Castine. 

‘At the end of the first year a little girl 
was born to us, and a prettier babe was never 
seen. The baby died when only ten months 
old. One morning before her death Robert 
received a letter from Washington contain- 
ing a tintype of his little nephew. In open- 
ing the letter I saw the tin-type drop on the 
floor. He picked it up hurriedly and thrust 
it in his vest pocket, not thinking i had seen 
it. The letter must have made 
him nervous, for on leaving the house he 
dropped it. My curiosity was aroused, and | 
picked the letter up and readit. It was from 
his brother Charles, and he said he inclosed a 
tintype of his little boy. When Robert re- 
turned I asked him to let me see the tintype. 
After urging he did so, and I saw ata glance 
that the child was not white. Noticing my 
surprise, he said the child wasa little darker 
than the children in this part of the country, 
owing to the warm climate of South Carolina, 
where the child was born. He finally con 
fessed that the child was a 
mulatto and that he himself was 
of African descent. I was mortified beyond 
expression, and we at once left Castine. We 
lived at Middleport forsome time and then 
went to Washington. There I met his brother, 
who was a very light mulatto, as was his 
brother's wife. His brother was employed in 
the treasury department, and they treated me 
very kindly. Finally I got money enough 
to gv back home and then decided to enter 
this suit. My husband is now on a govern- 
ment steamer at Mobile, Ala.”

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THE COLORED POLITICIANS. 


Their Denunciation of the Freedman’s Bank and 
the Liguidating Com alasion. 
WASHINGTON, December 21.—The celored 
national committee met this morning, and 
apportioned delegates to the convention to 
be held at.Richmond, Virginia, in July next. 
Fach congressional distrcit was allowed two 
delegates, and each territory,1 representative. 
Federick Douglas, B. K. Brouce, of the Dis 
trict of Columbia,and William Murrell, of 
Maryland, were elected members of the na- 
tional committee from the country at large. 
The committee on the Freedman’ s 
bank made a final report. memorializing con- 
gress te reimburse the depositors and 
degouncing the former act of congress in cre- 
ating acommission at $5,000 a year to each 
meniber, to settle the affairs of the institution. 
In support,of the adoption of the report Mr. 
Murrell said that the Freedmen’s bank was 
the most disgraceful and sinful swindle that 
ever stained the earth or 
shocked high Heaven. The com- 
mission appointed at $5,000 a year each, 
was likea hyena devouring, like lions smashing 
the bones and sucking the marrow therefrom, 
and furthermore the republican congress 
which made the commission were the pall 
bearers of this same carcass. The committee 
adjourned to meet in Chicago, June 5d next.

The Failures tor ‘he Week—irade Dull in Eagiand— 
Laber Toplea. 

New YorK, Decen.bér 21.—Business failures 
of the last week, as reported by R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s mercantile agency, numbers, for the 
United State, 281, and for Canada and the 
provinces 435, total 323, compared -with 325 
‘fast week. The bulk of the failures, or 60 per 
cent ot the whole, occurred inthe western 
and southern states, the eastern and middle 
States not showing any great increase over the 
average. 

MANCHESTER, December 21.--The Guardian’s 
commercial article says the market is very 
dull, with but little prospect of any improve- 
ment during the remainder of this year. 
Prices of cloths are fairly steady. Yarns are 
a little weak. 

Lonpon, December 21.—Fourteen thousand 
cotton operatives in north and east Lanca- 
shire are idle in consequence of the strike. 
One half of the looms at Blackburn are 
stopped. 

Lonpvon, December 21.—Mincing Lane mar- 
kets are generally dull, Coffee is quiet.

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i CAPTAIN CLAPP’S EVIDENCE 


He Shows That Genera! Hazen Bangicd The Preteus 
Expedition. 

WASHINGTON, December 21.—The examina- 
tion of Captain William H. Clapp, Sixteenth 
United States infantry, was continued by the 
Proteus court of inquiry to-day. In response 
toa request by General Hazen, the witness 
described in detail the means taken to insure 
the safely of the Garlington expedition, and 
the care taken to have all its arrangements 
complete, and its material and supplies of the 
best and most services>le character. A letter 
from Captain Clapp to the recorder 
of the court was then put 
in evidence, in which the former 
says that the instructions to Lieutenant Gar- 
lington last spring were not drawn in accord- 
ance with his recommendations; that he ad- 
dressed General Hazen to have Garlington 
make a depot of storeson the west coast of 
Smith sound at or near Cape Sabine, on his 
way north, but that General Hazen declined 
to act on this advice for the reason that i! was 
At variance with the last instructions for the 
relief party received from Lieutenant Greely. 
In view of this fact, Captain Clapp protests 
against being held responsible for the failure 
of the expedition. | 


SONTAY CAPTURED. 


FRENCH CAPTURE THE TON- 
QUIN STRONGHOLD 


THE 


Admiral Courbet Decorated for His Victory—The In- 
troduction of American Trichinosis Into France 
Fravd—The Czar’s Wounded Arm-— 
Other News FPrem the Old World. 


Lonpon, December 21.—A Hong Kong dis- 
patch dated to-day to the Reuter telegram 
company states there that the French forces 
under Admiral Courbet have captured Son- 
tay. Admiral Courbet, in his official report 
to the government, states three ofticers and 
sixty-seven men were killed, and jen officers 
and 170 men were wounded, in the fighting 
before Sontay on the 14th instant. The Hong 
Kong correspondent says the principal fight- 
ing at Sontay occurred on the river bank. 
Several villages were captured at the point of 
the bayonet. The French troops have ad- 
vanced within a mile of the citadel, but it is 
probable there will be very heavy fighting be- 
fore they reach the place. The Cninese lost 
heavily from the shells of the tleet. Admira! 
Courbet has been gazetted as a grand officer of 
the Legion of Honor. 

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

Admiral Peyron, minister of marine, 
received the following dispatch from Sontay 
dated December 17: ‘“‘Sontay is ours. The 
outer enciente was carried by assault on Sun- 
day at 6 o’clock in the evening. The attack 
began at 11 o’clock in the morning. The as- 
sault was made at five in the evening, with 
bravery above al! praise by the foreign legion, 
together with the main infantry and the 
sailers. The flotilla assisted in the bom. 
bardment. The citadel was evacuated during 
the night by its defenders and was occupied 
on the morning of the 17th without fighting. 
Wedo not yet know whither the Black 
Flags, the rebel Anamites and the Chines 
have fled. It is impossible to learn their 
loss. We lost about 15 killed, including one 
officer and 60 wounded, including five offi- 
cers.’

THE GLASGOW PYNAMITERS, 
EDINBURGH, December 21.—In the of 
the Glasgow dynamiters to-day, lord justice 
Clerk occupied two hours in his charge. The 
jury retired at 12:40 o’clock and at 3 o'clock 
returned and rendered a verdict that five of 
the prisoners were guilty of all the charges, 
and five were guilty of the first charges only. 
Five of the prisoners were then sentenced to 
penal servitude for life, andthe remaining 
five were sentenced to eleven years servitude, 
The following prisoners received the sen- 
tence of imprisonment for life: Terrence Mc- 
Dermoth, Thomas Devaney, Peter Calzeghan, 
Henry McConn, and Patrick McCullcugh, 
Those who received the sentence of seven 
years imprisonment, were James O' Donnelly, 
James Kelly, Patrick McCabe, Patrick Drum, 
and Dennis Casey. The charges against the 
prisoners were first-—treasomfelony—under 
the act for the better security of the. crown 
and kingdom; second, complicity with Feath- 
erstone, Dalton and others in the blowing up 
of the gasometer and attempts to blow ap 
other structures in Glascow; third con- 
spiracy - against the law of the land by 
force or constraint, to compel her majesty tu 
change her measures or counsels in relation 
to Ireland, and also in order to put force and 
constraint upon, orin order to intimidate or 
overcome both houses, or either house of par- 
liarnent in relation to legislation affecting 
Ireland. The judge, in his remarks, explain- 
ed the legal te@vhnicalities of the case, and 
said that it had never fallen to his lot in all 
his legal experience toinvestigate more abom- 
inable and despisabft outrages. After tracing 
the history of Featherstone, (who was tried 
and convicted of treason felony in Liverpool 
last September) the judge said to the jury that 
it was their duty to take into consideration 
whether the prisoners were associated with 
him. ‘The judge then referred to the evi- 
dence given by the witness who identified 
Devaney, McConn and Donnelly, as being in 
the vicinity of the Tradeston gasometer, in 
Glasgow, before ‘the explosion took place, but 
the judge remarked that the evidence offered 
to identify the others was not so distinct. 
(he jury, in rendering the verdict, recom- 
mended Kelly, §@ McCabe, Drum, Donnelly 
and Casey to the leniency of the court, as 
they, in the opinion of the jury, were not 
aware of the extent of the operations of the 
fenian society to which they belonged. 
LOST AT SEA. 

Lonpon, December 21.—The survivors of 
the steamer St. Augustine, which was burned 
Sunday in the bay ot Biscay, while on her 
voyage from Manilla to Liverpool, state that 
thirty-eight men were left on board wben 
tbe four boats mentioned in yesterday’s dis- 
patch put off from the vessel. It is feared 
that they were lost, as when the steamer was 
last seen a heavy sea was running, and the 
vessel was al] on fire and had no other boats, 
The British bark Saroma, at Liverpool, from 
Savannah, rescued the chief officers from the 
wreck of the British sbip Regina from Phil 
adelphia for London, which went to pieces in 
agaleon the 4thinst. ‘Two of the crew digd 
from exposure, and -the rest, who embarked 
in a boat and on a raft, are missing. 

THE CZAR’S INJURY, 

Sr.-PeterspurG, December 21.—The injury 
to the right shoulder of the czar by his recent 
accident, being thrown from asiedge, is pain- 
ful, but is not considered as endangering bis 
life,

SALT PORK IN FRANCE, 

PaRiIs, December 12.—M. Paul Bert asked, 
in the chamber of commerce _ yesterday, 
whether the postponement of M. Gandines’s 
interpellation in regard to the recent decree 
permitting the importation of salt pork into 
France would involve the postponement of 
the application of that decree. He said that if 
trichinosis should break; out in France, it 
would remain always, and that decree should 
therefore be suspended until the cham- 
ber expressed its views on the subject. 
M. Herrison, minister of commerce ,repiied 
that the decree would not be suspended. He 
said that the salt pork formerly imported 
into France is still imported into Engiand, 
Belgium and Switzerland without the occur- 
rence of trichinosis. The government had, 
therefore, abrogated tbe prohibition which 
weighed heavily upon the working classes, 
M. Bert gave notice that he changed his ques- 
tion to an interpellation. Debate was txed 
for Saturday. 

£UROPEAN RECEXPTS IN INDIA. 

CaLcurta, December 21.—The Englishman, 
newspaper, states that a concordat has been 
arranged between the Indian government and 
the Anglo-Indian association, whereby no 
native, except district judge, shall exercise 
criminal jurisdiction over Kuropean British 
subjects who shall be entitled to be tried by a 
majority of European jurors. The right is 
also conferred in the non jury districts, even 
in cases triable by the European district mag- 
istrate, thereby securing the principle that 
the rights of Europeans shall be safely guard- 
ed by a verdict of men of their own race.

Berne, December 21.—Tune village of Venio, 
in the valley of Poschirevo, Switzerland, has 
been burned. 

DELONG 8 REMAINS IN IRKUTSK. 

Irkutsk, Decemoer 21.—The remains of 
Commander DeLong and his com:ades of the 
ill-fated Jeannette expedition have arrived 
here. The remains were borne in a proces- 
sion through the streets to-day, escorted by a 
detachment of troops. A maltitude of peo- 
ple were in the cartege. Many wreatns were

ABYSSINIA GETTING READY FOR WAR. 


The papersin Paris publish the following 
telegram from Cairo: ‘*The king of Abyssinia 
is massing his troops at Adna, threatening 
Massawah, It ig stated that about the first 
of December some Abyssinian chiefs attacked 
an entrenched Egyptian position, near Mass- 
awah, and massacreed 500 Egyptians. It is 
reported that Abyssinia is making war 
preparations on a, large scale.

It is said that the Irish peddlers of the south are 
to congregate near Macon for Christmas festivities 
to the number of over five hundred. 

At the last meeting of the citizens’ sanitary asso- 
ciation of Savannah, an address was delivered by 
Dr. J. G. Thomas, which might furnish clues in At- 
lanta as wellasin Savannah. He said he was call 
ed in the latter part of November to attend a family 
in which the father was suffering from great physi 
cal depression and apparent blood poisoning,which 
had been in progress forseveral months, and which

was accompanied with ulcers on his lower limbs of 
a diphtheretic character. In the same house was a 
son of the gentleman mentioned, who was 
suffering from diphtheretic ulcers. Ina few days 
diphtheria of the most malignant type developed 
in the young man’s throat, accontpanied with 
blood poising. After the 
few days another som,a lad of 11 years, was al 
tacked with the same disease, and died after an 
illness of ten days from blood poisoning. It was 
very evident, Dr. Thomascontinued, that there was 
some local cause for these cases, and after investi- 
gation he found that the well from which the sup- 
ply of water for the house was obtained was partly 
under the edge of the stable, from which there 
was liable to be drainage into the well. This well 
was dug previous to the construction of the Hall 
street sewer, and when the latter was built it dried 
the weil. The well was afterwards deepened and 
a supply of waterobtained. As thesewer, by being 
deeper than the well,drew the water from the latter, 
so when the well was deepened itin turn drew its 
supply partly from the sewer. It was further as- 
certained that a few weeks before the sickness the 
soil pipe from the jail, which dis- 
charges into the Hall street sewer immediately in 
front of the house in which these cases of sickness 
occurred, and within afew feet of the well just 
mentioned, broke and three feet of the bottom of it 
washed out, allowing the sewerage matter to escape 
into the soil, arid, as is well known with all liquids, 
it sought its level, and found its way into the well 
and polluted the water. Dr. Thomas said he had 
no doubt whatever that these cases of diphtheria 
were directly attributable tothe poisoned water 
supply. The matter had been reported by him to 
a physician, a member of the sanitary board, and 
the health officer, and it was probable that this 
impor tant-subject would receive further attention 
and official investigation, Dr. Thomas gave it as 
his opinion thatin this city, asin all others, wells 
were fruitful sources of disease,and he advised 
that hydrant (river) water be used,as it was the 
best for all purposes and, when filtered, as pure as

Now and 
then the outside world is furnished with the facts 
ofa murder committed within her incorporate 
limits which is placed wpon the county records to 
show that a certain man was killed on a certain day 
and there. soon fades away into nothingness and 
fast forgotten.

But he was not dauuted by 
his failure, but curtly informed the trustees that 
this was a free country and he would renta nouse 
and start a school independent of their good willor 
help. Thishe did andit was not long before, by 
his attention to duty and ability, he had all the 
scholars and the otherschool had none, He taught 
here three years and left a foot on his way back to 
his native state. The public know better of his 
after history and public lifethanIcantell. Buthe 
started life in Greenville under dark clouds and 
adverse winds, Colonel William Henry Peck also 
taught school here for a number of years and dur- 
ing thattime he wrote many stories and sketches 
which were but the dawning of his literary fame. 
The school house, in which he taught, a small 
building, still stands, but fast falling into decay.., 

Professor John Bonnell, for _years president of 
Weslevan Female college, began life as a common 
school teacher here. He grew to be one of the 
finest educators in the south and all that knew him 
loved him as a man, and honored his inteliect and 
towering mind. It would take columns enumer- 
able tespeak of the legislators, senators, Judges, 
aud politicians that Greenville bas sent out. Their 
interesting biographies will give them sufficent no- 
toriety. 

Now these few facts are only given to show otner 
towns, who blow loud and long thelr blasts of self 
praise, that Greenville is not dead, but only sleep 
eth, and that ere long we will, (if nothing retards 
ber present progress,) step to the frontand place 
her name upon the state chancery as one of the 
leading villages of the south.

It is said that the Irish peddlers of the south are 
to congregate near Macon for Christmas festivities 
to the number of over five hundred. 

At the last meeting of the citizens’ sanitary asso- 
ciation of Savannah, an address was delivered by 
Dr. J. G. Thomas, which might furnish clues in At- 
lantaas wellasin Savannah. He said he was call 
ed in the latter part of November to attend a family 
in which the father was:uffering from great physi 
cal depression and apparent blood poisoning, which 
Had been in progress forseveral months, and which 
was accompanied with ulcers on his lower limbs of 
a diphtheretic character. In the same house was a 
son of the gentleman mentioned, who was also 
sufferiig from diphtheretic ulcers. Ina few days 
diphtheria of the most malignant type develope: 
in the young’ man’s throat, accontpanied with 
blood poising. After the lapse of a 
few days another som,a lad of 11 years, 
tacked with the same disease,and died after an 
illness of ten days from blood poisoning. It was 
very evident, Dr. Thomascontinued, that there was 
some locil cause for these cases, and after investi- 
gation he found that the well from which the sup- 
ply of water for the house was obtained was partly 
under the edge of the stable, from which there 
was liable to be drainage into the well. This well 
was dug previous to the construction of the Hall 
street sewer, and when the latter was built it dried 
the weil. The well was afterwards deepened and 
a supply of waterobtained. As thesewer, by being 
deeper than the well,drew the water from the latter, 
so when the well was deepened itin turn drew its 
supply partly from the sewer. It was further as- 
certained that a few weeks before the sickness the 
soil pipe from the jail, which dis- 
charges into the Hall street sewer immediately in 
front of the house in which these cases of sickuess 
occurred, and within a few feet of the well just 
mentioned, broke and three feet of the bottom of it 
washed out, allowing the sewerage matter to escape 
into the soil, and, as is well known with all liquids, 
it sought its level, and found its way into the well 
and polluted the water. Dr. Thomas said he had 
no doubt whatever that these cases of diphtheria 
were directly attributable tothe poisoned water 
supply. The matter had been reported by him to 
a physician, a member of the sanitary board, and 
the health officer, and it was probable that this 
impo: tant subject would receive further attention 
and official investigation, Dr. Thomas gave it as 
hisopinion thatin this city, asin all others, wells 
were fruitful sources of disease, and he advised 
that hydrant (river) water be used,as it was the 

best for all purposesand, when filtered, as pure as 
any water inthe world.

GREENVILLE, Ga., December 22,.—Lying at 
base of Pine mountain in a green aud productive 
basin is the little village of Greenville. To beauty 
and gayety Greenville lays no claim, ripein years 
and tottering fast into decay. The inhabitants of 
this place have but few things to break the dull 
monotony of their every-day life, save now and 
then the slow and sad windings of a fuueral pro- 
cession bearing to the “‘city of the silent,’’ all that’ 
mortal of some aged citizen, who has outlived the 
scriptural term of years allotted toman. Now and 
then the outside world is furnished with the facts 
ofa murder committed within her incorporate 
limits which is placed wpon the county records to 
show that a certain man was killed on a certain day 
and there soon fades away into nothingness and 
fast forgotten. This fact does not argue any lack 
of justice in the courts ar disregard for the laws of 
theland. No, no, not that, b seems to bea 
universal indisposition upon the part of the people

this little town pursued

gniding star. Here he planted his hopes and Cast 
his fortunes,but it Wasjnot dere alone he reaped his 
golden réward, but from the peopie’s hearts allover 
Georgia, Whom had served, fter reacbing the 
highest posiiou in the keepiog of people, he was 
satisfied and retired to restand the grave. He is 
burried in the graveyard here, by the side of his 
wife neath the spreading oaks and silver poplars. 
A simple Italian marble sbaft marks the spot. Why 
more for it needs not even that the keep his mem- 
ory fresh and unforgotten. Again in the dark, 
cold winter of 1851, there rode up to the hotel a 
pale and thinly clad man, seeming buta boy. A 
pair of well worn saddle-bays cou tained all on earth 
he could callhisown. He wasriding an oid gray 
mare, blindin one eye and lame in her feetand, 
without any saddle, (having traded it for food for 
his horse). Thisis the way that Lyman Jrumbull, 
now United States senator from lilinois made his 
advent into Greenvilie. He applied for the school 
which the suspecting trustees refused him, mainly 
on account of bis independent air and unprepos 
sessing appearance. But he was not daunted by 
his failure, but curtly informed the trustees that 
this was a free country and he would renta nouse 
and start a school independent of their good willor 
help. Thishe did andit was not long before, by 
his attention to duty and agbility, he had all the 
scholars and the otherschool had none, He taught 
here three years and left a foot on his way back to 
his native state. The public know better of his 
after history and public life thanI can tell. Buthe 
started life in Greenville under dark clouds and 
adverse winds, Colonel William Henry Peck also 
taught school here for a number of years and dur- 
ing that time he wrote many stories and sketches 
which were but the dawning of his literary fame. 
The school house, in which he taught, a small 
building, still stands, but fast falling into decay.. 

Professor John Bonnell, for years president of 
Weslevan Female college, began life as a common 
school teacher here. He grew to be one of the 
finest educators in the south and all that knew him 
loved him as a man, and honored his intellect and 
towering mind. It would take columns enumer- 
able tespeak of the legislators, senators, judges, 
and politicians that Greenville bas sent out. Their 
interesting biographies will give them suflicent no- 
toriety. 

Now these few facts are only given to show other 
towns, who blow loud and long thelr blasts of self 
praise, that Greenville is not dead, but only sieep- 
eth, and that ere long we will, (if nothing retards 
ber present progress,) step to the frontand place 
her name upon the state chancery as one of the

Bryan, Wahab, Wooten, Parrott and others. 


The Mississippi Valley. 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 
Trains on the Mississippi Valley railroad will in 
afew days be run at the rate of twenty miles an 
hour, including stops, between here and Baton 


Rouge. Work on the road northof the latter 
place has been somewhat delayed for the past two 
days, owing tothe bridge works across the bayou 
eight miles from there. Yesterday morning work 
was renewed on the line. the bridge having been 
completed, and hereafter the work will be pushed 
northward rapidly. 

There are now 98 miles of track laid andin run 
ning order, but trains will not be run north of 
Baton Rouge until the track is completed to Robin 
Station, at the junction with the Clinton and 
Port Hudson rai) road 

The entire road to Vicksburg and Memphis, it is 
believed, will be finished during the coming sum- 
mer. Sixty-seven miles more are to be built before 
the banks of the Homo Chitto river are reached, 
where the forces working from Vicksburg down 
will be met. lt is believed that all the different 
divisions will be completed about the same time. 

A large lot of car materiai, castings and switch 
ties were shipped north from he re yesterday. 


In regard to the progress of the work on the Mis- 


sissippi Valley railroad pborth of Vicksburg, the 
Herald of that city of Monday last, says: Five car 
loads of material for the superstructure of the 
bridge of the Louisville, New Orleans and Texas 
road, over the Yazoo river, at Alexander, arrived 
Friday night over the Vicksburg and Meridian, 
and two carloads of it were sent forward over the 
Louisville, New Orleans and Texas to the scene of 
operations yesterday morning. It will take fifty- 
eight cars to hold-the entire amount of iron mate- 
rial that will be consumed in the superst.ucture 
of the big Yazoo river bridge, and this will 
reach here in almost daily installments of four 
and five car loads until it has ail been shipped. 
The bridge will be completed about the Ist of Feb- 
ruary, and ready for the passage of trains by the 
15th of that month. Two thousand tons of steel 
rails arrived from Pittsburg, yesterday for the road 
above Yazoo river; of this lot 500 tons were un- 
loaded here. and 1,500 sent in barges to Anthony's 
ferry. Eight thousand tons of steel ‘railsare 
now en route from Pittsburg from the Louisville, 
New Orleans and Texas road. Considerable pas- 
senger trafficis going on between Vicksburg and 
the present terminus of the road, seven miles above 
‘Rolling Fork.

The reader can scarcely have failed to ob- 
serve that all the factories which have been 
shut down or which are running on partial 
time, or have cut down wages, are situated in 
the northern states. The iron mills are no 
worse off in that section than the cotton or 
woolen mills.

TME RESULT OF THE CONVENTION. 

BATON RovGe, December 21.—The committee ou 
resolutious of the democratic state convention sub- 
mitted the majority and minority reporis. Among 
the resolutions of the minority is one declaring that 
the Louisiana lottery company is corrupting the 


morals of the people and a disturbing element in 
the politics of the state; favors the adoption of a 
constitutional amendment aboiithing and prohib- 
iting all lotteries in the state forever. Mr. Boatner 
offered a substitute, which was adopted, declaring 
hostility to the entire principle of lottery dealings: 
_ that the constitution declares gambling to be a vice 
" yet it encourages vice in iw worst forms; that lotter- 
ies are not ouly inviting breaches of faith and 
embezziement, but are demoralizing, corrupting 
olitician, and impeding legislation,and aocittedes 
y demanding thatthe legislature to be chosen at 
the ensuing election shall enact such legal meas- 
ures as are necessary for their suppression. The 
platform adopted refers to the deplorable condi- 
tion of the state under reconstruction, congratu- 
lates the people upon their prosperous condition 
under progressive policy of a democratic adminis 
tration; asserts that the public schools of the state 
demand the fosteriee care ofthe government, and 
that though much has been promised for their 
provision, a greatdeal more must be done to 
jender them cilicientsoas to confer the advan- 
tages of education equally upon 
the children of every race, aud @ppose 
monopolies ofail kinds. Afier adoption of Boatner’s 
amendment, given above, Mr. Marston, of Red 
River, demanded an opportunity to offer othe; 
amendments to the platiorm, which, being denied, 
he said he would nut accept such a platform, and 
hall in disgust. The majority 
report on the platform with the amendment was 
adepted by a vote mainly of the McEnry faction 
Ayes 326,nays 91,blank 66 Anaccrimonious discus- 
sion followd the adoption of the aon. Mr.

HANGING OF JERRY COX, 
GE@RGETON, 8. C., December 21.—Jerry ox, « 
ored, was hanged here to-day forthe murder of Mr. 
Henry Rembert,an estimable young man of this 


town. For the past few days the murderer has 
been constantly in the company of his spiritual! 
advisers. Several colored preachers and deacons 
have endeavored to prepare him to meet the fate 
which awaited him and have been zealous and 
unremitting in their ministrations. His cell has 
been transformed into a sanctuary, and from its 
dismal walishave emanated day and night songs 
and praises. 

The gallows was erected in the jail yard, made of 
heavy pine boards. The drop was five feet. The 
rope Was very small and strong, haying done ser- 
vice before in hanging two others. Last night Cox 
slept, and this morning ate heartily. He ascended 
the gallows shortly after twelve o’clock, made a 
speech peotenting his inuecence, claimed to be go- 
ny eget = t togiory, and +» wung off at ten minutes 
to oue he gallows worked well. His neck was 
dislocated, and he was dead almost instan- 
taneously. The body was taken by hisfriends. A 
big funera! willteke place to-morrow, and will be 
at’ended by thonusends of negroes.

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

‘The murder Pearcy on the night of June 6th 
of this year, ata pointon the Saute»: river, about 
three miles a Georgetown, The murderer and 
his victiin were associated togetherin the butcher- 
ing business and frequently made tours through 
the countyin quest ofcattie. The afternoon be- 
fore the homicide they went together toa farm. 
seme ten miles below here, and Re mbert took with 
him a cousiderable sum of money with which he 
expected to purchase the beeves. He did not. 
however, make any purchases, Late in the 
evening the two men started together for 
home, coming by way of the Sampit ferry. It was 
near midnight when they reached the ferry. 

The Times of this town shortly after the tragedy 
published the following account of the murder: 

‘A most terrible murder was committed last ‘ 
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: with personal abuse. 


Wednesday night about three miles from George- 
town, the unfurtunate victim being H. H. Kem- 
bert, a young mau of this eommunity aged about 
twenty- ‘three years, and the murderer 1s supposed to 
be Jerry Cox. colored. Rembert bad taken Cox in 
the country with him to buy beef, cPossing the 
Sampit ferry op their way. On their return they 
reached the ferry about 12 or 1 o'clock Wedne ‘sday 
night, wnen the fearful crime was committed. 
Cox’s statement is that voung Rem bert 
being unable to get the ferryman to put 
him over the river atte or, rey

on Friday evening in the river, aud Was ex: 

by three physicians the next morning. The exami- 
nation disclosed the facts that the deceased had 
received an ugly blow on the nead across the right 
eye, that his neck was dislocated, and that life was 
extinct before the body was placed in the water. 
A knife belonging to the deceased and money sup- 
posed to beloug to him were found on the person 
of Cox. The coroner held an inquest, and the ver- 
dict of the jury was that the deceased came to his 
death atthe hands of Jerry (Vox and others un- 
known to the jury.’’ 

Cox was arrested and charged with the killing of 
young Rembert, bu he denied the truth of the ac- 

cusation most vehemently. He stated his companion 
was drowned while attempting to swim the river, 
and persisted in this story. But the circumstances 
fastened the crimeupon Cox almost toa certainty, 
and he was jailed, 

HIS TRIAL AND CONVICTION. 

When the court of sessions met here the 
Monday in last mouth, one of the first cases cull 
for was the case of the state vs. Jerry Cox, indictes 
formurder. The case created considerable interes 
in the community.

Dr. B. testi- 
fied positiv: ly that Re mbert was dead before his 
body was pleeedin the water, and that his neck 
was broken and his head showed the marks ofa ter- 
rible lick,

ury, and was f>ilowed by Mr. the de- 
tense, who od ke fora half hour, waking a capital 
argumentfor hisclient. Congressman Mackey then 

closed the case forthe defensein an able speeeh, 
occupying the attention of the entire court for 
fullytwo hoursand going over all the evidence 
carefully from beinning to end,and leaving nothing 
unsaid that could possibly benefit the prisoner, 

The solicitor closed for the state. He fastened the 
murderous deed completely on the prisoner. Win- 
ding around hima chain of circumstantial evidence 
that could not be broken. The judge’s charge was 
strictly fairand impartial. The jury then retired, 
and failing to agree were locked up all Thursday 
vight. On Friday morning the jury rendered a 
verdict of guilty, and the judge immediately 
seutenced ihe prisoner tobe hanged to-day be- 
tween the hours of twelve and twc o’clock. The 
judge’s charge was lucid,impartial and impressive, 
sensibly effeciivg all who heard it. The culprit 
heard hisdoom provounced without manifesting 
any alarm. Many good citizens sympathised with 
Cox, but very few bad any doubt of hisguiit. Even 
they who sought executive interference in his be 
half entertain auy doubt of his guilt. He richly 
merited his punishment.

A Talk with Attorney Genera’ Andersen on the fult 
Agwinat the F.x- f reasurer. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION man met Attor- 
ney General Anderson, who had just run up 
from Macon. 

The reporter asked Colonel Anderson if 
there was anything new in the Renfroe case, 
or anything of interest that had not already 
been stated, Said he: 

“You had a short article a few days ago 
that about covered the ground,”’ 

“What is the history of the case?” 

‘'The history of the case is aboutthis: In 
1879 a committee of the  leyvislature 
investigated the condition of the 
treasury and as a result recommended to the 
legisiature the passage of a resolution direc 
ting the governor to issue an execution 
against Mr. Renfroe and his sureties on the 
official bond ofthe treasurer. The resolution 
was passed andthe execution was issued for 
something over seventeen thousand dollars, 
which it was alleged had been collected by 
the treasurer and his sureties as commissions 
and interest for the use of the 
state’s funds. The execution, as I said, was 
issued and Renfroe and one of his snreties on 
whose property the executiou was levied, 
filed a bill to enjoin the execution. The in- 
junction was granted and the state took the 
case to the supreme court. The supreme 
court affirmed the decision of the court be- 
low, granting the injunction on the grounds 
that . the execuiion was illegal, 
that whatever liability there was would 
have to be established by a suit on the bond. 
A suit was then brought on the bond, and ef- 
forts have been made to get the case tried, but 
without success. At the last term of the 
court a special effort was made to get the case 
up, but without success, An effort was 
also made to get it up at this term. It te 
probable that the case will come up early in 
next April.’ 

Solicitor General Hill has been retained at 
the request of Solicitor General Anderson, 
and will aid particularly in getting up testi- 
mony. The bond is for $200,000 and is signed 
by fifteen bondsmeén.

Mr. David K, Wadley Dies Alene and U nattended— 
The Jary Decides it was Heart Diseasc. 


Early Thurday morning Mr. David R. Wad- 


ley was found dead in his bed at his resi- 


dence, 68 McDaniel street. 


The intelligence of the death reached Tur 


CONSTITUTION and an investigation of it was 
‘made. Owing to the fact that Mrs. W adley, 
who was then en route from New York to 
Atlanta, knew nothing of it, and as 
health was so precarious that it was feared 
that the news would have a fatal result should 
she happen to read it, it was thought best to 
withhold the publication. 

Mr. Wadley was the brother of the late 
Wm. Wadley, president of the Central rail- 
road. He was about sixty-five years 
of age and his sudden death created quite a 
sensation among those who knew him. On 
McDaniel street a few doors east of Mr. Wad- 
jey’s home resided his daughter, Mrs. Steeie. 
Mrs. Wadley has been in New York for some 
time and during her absence Mr. Wadley has 
been in the habit of sleeping 
at his home, No. 87, ant 
eating his meals at Mrs. Steele’s. Wednesday 
he ate dinner with his daughter bu: at supper 
time failed to put in an appearance, This was 
an unusual! occurence but Mrs. Steele,though 
thinking it rather strange, did not become 
alarmed. On Thursday morning her father 
did not come to breakfast and this second ab- 
sence from the table without an explanation 
so alarmed the daughter that she at once re- 
paired to her father’s home. She easily gained 
an entrance, and knowing just where her 
father slept, she quietiy, but rapidly,sscended 
the stairway leading to his room. The door 
of the room she fvund unlocked, and, push- 
ing it open, she entered. On the bed she saw 
her father. But only a glance was necessary 
to tell her that he was dead. The discovery 
was a terribie one, and so overcome Mrs. 
Steele that several minutes elapsed before she 
could withdraw to give the alarm. The 
friends who responded to the = sad 
news decided thatas Mr. Wadley had died 
alone and unattended that an inquest would 
be advisable. Coroner Hillburn was noti 
fied and with a jury made a formal investiga- 
tion.

FIGHTING FOR TICKETS 


End of a Suit For The 


Possession of alot of KRallread 
Fick ete, 

The case of EFlis vs. Shelton et. al. was 
decided yesterday in the superior court in 
favor of the compiainant. As the case was 
one involving some vital principles of law 
and equity, a brief history it wi of 
interest, 

It appears that L. J. Ellis, ascompiler of the 
‘pate sheet of through passen ger fares from 
Atlanta,’ had made a mistake of $10 in the 
rate to Rogers, Arkansas, as qnoted in tbe 
sheet for the mon bfjot, Apri’, 1882, that certain 
ticket brokers, Shelton and Stokes, of At- 
lanta sent a second and third party 
on the night of the 5th of April, 1882, to the 
ticket oftice of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, which office was governed as to the 
price of tickets by rates quoted in the above 
mentioned rate sheet, and purchased 65 tick- 
ets to Rogers, Ark., at tbe rate quoted in the 
rate sheet, namely, $21 25 each. 

The compiler realizing his responsibility 
for the error approached the brokers inadayor 
two with an offer of $100 cash in hand,if they 
would give up the tickets. This the brokers 
refused to do. 

The compiler then entered suit against 
Shelton, Stokes and Garland for the recovery 
of the tickets on the ground that the tickets 
were purchased at a mistaken rate; that 
the defendants knew the mistake at the 
time of che purchase, and acted in a fraudu- 
lent manner in purchasing the tickets so as 
to throw the agent oif his guard. The com 
plainant filed abill praying that Shelton, 
Stoles and Garland be enjoined from dispos- 
ing of the tickets. The Westernand Atlantic 
railroad was made aparty tothe bill. The 
injunction was granted. The defendants 
contested the right to the issuance of the in- 
junction, and the case was carried to the 
supreme court which sustained the injunc- 
tion, and a receiver was appointed to take 
charge of the tickets in dispute. 

The suit for the recovery of the tickets was 
finally tried before a jury in the superior 
court, Judge Hammond on the bench, 

The defendants claimed in tbeir 
that the transaction was a legitimate one; 
that they did not know of the mistake at the 
time of the purchase, and that they did not 
now know it was a mistake; that the nature 
of their busine required sometimes that 
they purchase tickets in &@ quiet manner so 
that other interested parties might know noth 
ing of it; that they did not act in a 
fraudulent manner, that ihey acted in the 
utmost good faith and without wrong intent. 
that the mistake was due to the gross negli- 
gence of the complainants and they ought 
not to recover, 

It appeared from the evidence that the 
brokers had gotten two persons strange:s on to 
the ticket agents,to purchase the tickets, that 
one oi them approached the ticket agent a 
few minutes before the midnight train of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad pulled 
out, representing that he had laborers 
for Rogers, Arkausas, whom he wished to get 
off that night, and bought ten tic Kets to 
Rogers, A rkansas, paying therefor $21.25 each, 
the rate quoted in rate sheet; that the ticket 
seller was governed by the rate quoted in the 
sheet, but that the purchaser had voluntarily 
stated to the ticket seller that $21.25 was the 
correct rate, stating that a certain agent had 
so quoted it to him that day. It also ap- 
peared that the next train left at or about 5 
a.m.,and adifferent ticket seller came on 
duty—one who had recently come into 
the service and who had but slight 
knowledge of the rate and ticket business; 
that he was approached at separate times by 
the two deputies, strangers to bim, of Shel- 
ton & Stokes, one of them giving as his name 
what afterwards proved not to be his name, 
representing that they had laborers and emi- 
grants going to Rogers, Ark, stating that some 
of them were at Cartersville, and discussing 

with the agent the best plan of ticketing 
them > sway artersville, bought, one of them 
thirty-three tickets to Rogers and 
the sabes twenty-two. It also 
appeared that one of defendants had 
admitted to the compiler, and boasted of the 
fact that he knew there was a mistake in the 
rate to Rogers, Ark. 

The case was argued half a da 
jury remained out eighteen hours. 
dict required the return of the tickets in con 
troversy to the complainant, thus placing all 
the parties to the precisely where they 
stood before the tickets werapurchased on the 
nigat of the 5th of April, 1882. 

Judge W. F. Wright represented com- 
plainant in the injunction case, with Judge 
George Hillyer as associate counsel in the suit 
for the recovery of the tickets. Messrs.
